The order 
stands thus—white, light-blue, 
vivlet, pink, mauve, dark-blue, 
lemon, blue-breen, leather-brown, 
drab, cerise, magneta, yellow- 
green, dark-brown, -purple, red, 
amber, morone, orange, dead- 
black. Cumplexion has to be 
much~ cousidei:ed ‘in connection 
with dress. LBiuondes can wear 
much lighter colors than bru- 
hettes; the latter always present 
better pictures in dark dresses, 
but neither look wellin white.’ 
Vivlent contrasts of colur should 
be especially guarded against. 
In photography, brunettes pos- 
sess a great advantage over their 
fairer sisters.

Stretching due north and south, a dis. 

‘fance of some thirty miles, between the 

Dead Sea of Deseret and Lake Utah. 

with.s flank resting on either, there rises 
frem the surrounding plain a rugged 
promontory known as the Oquirrh, or 
more familiarly, West Mountain. Fhe 
valley of the Jordan stretches along its 
eaatern base, while to the northward and 
westward the beautiful and fertile Tooele 


shadow of its presence. 


The first discovery of mineral in this 
mountain was made, we believe, about 
two: years since by a lady while riding 
up one of the cariions on its eastern 
slope; and the explorations, to which 
this led, developed the existence of nu- 
merous veins, rich in argentiferous ores 
nad vaescelled if indeed equaled, in 
variety and excelenee, by any sini- 
lar deposits however famous. 

- Lust epring the foot bills, on the west- 
ern slope nearly opposite, were found 
to abound in veins of a similar character, 
2ud explorations since made have ex- 
tended the area supposed to be traversed. 
by them. north and seuth as well as: 
deeper into-the mountain, while the de- 
velopments made upon the lodes them- 
selves prove their value to be far greater 


than any dared, at frst, to anticipate. 


Most of the veins. in their out-crop- 
piags. showed a strong tendency to ga- 
zena, which was found by many assays. 
however, to be rich in silver. Some 
ledges showed strong indications of cop- 
per, combined with the more precious 
metal in all cases, which have come un- 
der our observation. 

Furnaces were built last summer to 
dempnetrate the practicability of smelt- 
ing the ores, and a sufficient amount of 
bullion was produced to show. that it 


- contained so much silver as to Be value-
